Shocking conditions in many St. Louis bakeries, and the use 
of adulterants in bakery products, are described in a letter to the 


‘Post-Dispatch from K, L. Schnell of 6614 Crest avenue, who has 


been in the bakery business here many years. He declares that 
he has seen bugs and other insects cooked into doughnuts and 
bread, that. wormy flour sometimes is used, and that substitutes, 
often of injurious character, replace eggs, milk and butter. 
Schnell asked that his letter be transmitted to the proper au- 


thorities.

a copy of his letter was exhibited to them, and said his recommen-

Chicago Aviator Smashes His 
Machine When Forced to 
Make a Landing. 


PLYERS ARE UNHURT 


Rod on Machine Snaps, Stops 
Motor and Descent Is Made 
Without Power. 


END OF TRIP DELAYED 


Repairs Must Be Sent From 
Paris Before Last 20 
Miles Can Be Covered.

CHATHAM, England, Aug. 18—John 
B. Moissant, the Chicago aviator, & 
having bad luck on the last few miles 


of his remarkable flight with a passen- 
ger from Paris to London. When with- 
in sight of the English capital today he 
was forded to land near here when & 
connecting rod of his aeroplane snapped, 
stopping his engine. 

In making the landing without power 
the machine was turned sharply to 
dodge a clump of trees, and it came 
down so hard that the frame was brok- 
en and one blade of the propeller was 
smashed. Moissant and his mechanician 
escaped without injury, but repairs to 
the aeroplane will probably delay his 
covering the last 20 miles of his flight 
until tomorrow. 

The good fortune which accom- 
panied Moissant in the earlier stages 
of his flight from Paris and in his 
record-breaking journey across the 
channel with a passenger. seems to 
have deserted him with his arrival on 
English shores. Motor defects in the 
aeroplane which had yesterday work- 
ed without a slip, forced him to make 
two successive landings when about 
half way on the course between Lon- 
don and Tiimanstone, Where he as-

Some restaurants are as bad as the 
worst bakeries, Schnell says, and are 
conducted in quarters which in reality 
are not fit for stables. Some of them 
inspectors néver enter, he says, and 
others are inspected only once in six 
months. 


Salesrooms Clean Enough, but in 
Rear Quarters Filth Is Revealed 


The statement continues: 

The salesrooms of the bakeries 
and factories, and the dining rooms 
of restaurants usually are neat and 
clean, but when you pass through 
to the shop or kitchen, where,sthe 
same care should be taken, cleanil- 


ness does not always prevail. I am 
not speaking from hearsay, but from 
actual knowledge gained by a life- 
time of experience. I have worked 
in such places. 

The cellar bakeries—and there are 
many of them in St. Louis—are 
more to be condemned than the 
surface shops. The cellars lack 
light and ventilation and are damp 
and unhealthful. 

Lax Inspection to Blame, 

The lax enforcement of the tnspec- 
tion laws makes it possible to run 
‘tteaany of these uncleanly bakeries 
witiiout fear of official molestation. 
I have often asked the “bosses” 
what they would do if an inspector 
Galled, and they answered that as 
they had never seen one. there 
seemed to be little danger. In an- 
other place where I asked the same 
question the baker answered: 


“A woman inspector calls here, 
and my wife just tells her we 
bay all our baking goods and in 
that way we get out of paying 
inspection fees. If an inspector 
aid come in we would have to 
clean up a little, or promise to. 
The inspector, you know, comes 
around every six months only.” 

It is ensy for bakers to escape 
proper imspection, as most of 
them work at night and the in- 
spectors work in day time. The 
result is that the inspectors do 
mot see the men at work in the 





bake shops, or the actual con- 
ditions that prevail. 

The inspectors do not see whether 
the men are clean when they are 
making bread and bakery products. 
They do not see whether the dough 
troughs, where the dough is mixed, 
the proof or steam box where it is 
raised, or the pans in which it is 
baked, are clean. There are s0 
many vermin, roaches, rats and in- 

. Sects that are out at night only that 
the inspectors have no means of 
knowing whether they infest the 
shops. 

Danger in Doughuat Kettle. 

There tg nothing more dangerous 
or infective than the doughnut ket- 
tle. Many bakers use cotton seed of] 
for cooking doughnuts. A kettle is 
filled with oil. Doughnuts are fried 
in it night after night. The kettle 
is placed under the work-bench, or 
in an out-of-the-way place, seldom 
covered. Its contents are hardly 
ever strained. 


I have Known water bugs, 
roaches, flies, insects and even 
rats and mice to fall into the 
doughnut kettles. As the grease 
is black with sediment they can- 
mot be seen, and many bakers 
would not care if they did see 
them. The result is that these 
insects and animals are disinte. 
grated by the heat of the grease, 
and absorbed into the food pro- 
ducts, and eventually are taken 
into the human stomach. 

The inspectors do not look into the 
barrels or bins where Boston 
brown bread, graham, rye, whole- 
wheat and other mixed flours are 
kept. In the summer these mixed 
flours become wormy, but the 
worms cannot be detected after the 
bread is baked.

Narrowly Escapes Disaster. 

Hie descent a mile from Sitting- 
bourne, about 30 miles from London, 
was due to the displacement of a 
small pin in the mechanism. He nar- 
rowly escaped disaster in the landing, 
just missing the mouth of a deep 
chalk pit, a fall into which would 
have meant death for the aviator and 
his mechanician. Repairs to the 
machinery detained him nearly three 
hours. — 

He then made a second start, but 
had scarcely covered ten miles toward 
his goal when a second accident brought 
him down at Rainham, near here. A 
rod connecting the driving gear of the 
aeroplane was fractured, stopping the 
éngine and forcing the Chicagoan to 
plane down immediately to the ground. 
He landed in a field, but only skillful 
handling of the aeroplane prevented its 
plunging into a clump of trees. 

Turned to Dodge Trees, 

Moissant made an abrupt turn to es- 
cape these and the machine came down 
heavily, breaking the chassis and smash- 
ing a blade of the propeller. Moissant 
and his mechanician climbed out un- 
injured. After looking over the dam- 
age they were of the opinion that the 
repairs could not be accomplished ‘on 
the spot and must wait for new parts, 
for which they immediately telegraphed 
to Paris. : 

Moissant’s flight actually began 
Tuesday, when he left the flying field 
at Issy with the avowed intention of 
finally alighting in London. He was 
to be followed by Hubert Latham, a 
French pilot, but the latter met with 


ill luck from the start, and though he 


reached Amiens Tuesday night, the 
Chicagoan had already left there. 

Yesterday morning Moissant reas- 
cended at Amiens at 6:15 o’clock and 
reached Calais at 7:10 o'clock, but 
Latham, though making a strong ef- 
fort after he had ascended at Amiens, 
succumbed to a flerce gust of wind 
and was driven violently to the 
ground. His machine struck some 
trees and its right wing was smashed. 
He escaped without injury. 

Fiew Across Channel, ° 

After arriving at Calais Moissant 
awaited a boat to convoy him across 
the English channel. When it haa 
arrived he and his assistant, Albert, 
reascended and started across the 
channel. They passed over Deal, 
eight miles from Dover, ! at 11:80 
o’clock, and landed five miles inland. 
He again. ascended and followed the 
tracks of the Southeastern Railroad 
on his journey to London, which was 
interrupted by the high wind at To)- 
manstone.

}slight build, but his mechanic weighs 


187 pounds. 

Moissant is an architect, and only 
took up aviation @ month ago. He 
suddenly came into prominence Aug. 
8, when he unexpectedly flew from 
Htampes to the Issy military ground,

St. Louisan Passes Away at 
Atlantic City at Age

HE BUILT A SCHOOL 


Wanted Youths to Learn a 
Trade—Lived for Years at 
Southern Hotel. 


MADE A BIG FORTUNE 


Was Born in Ireland, Came 
Here When Young; Lived 
Modestly. 


David Ranken Jr., who recently gave 
away his entire fortune with the ex- 
ception of $3000 a year, died Thursday 
at Atlantic City, according to news dis- 
patches. The principal beneficiary of 
the millionaire philanthropist was the 
David Ranken Jr. School of Mechanical 
Trades. He was 74 years old and a 


bachelor. 
He was born in Irelana and educated 


at Belfast Academy. He came to the 
United States im 1862, and gradually 
amassed a fortune in real estate. De- 
spite his wealth, he lived in a furnished 
room in a house at Fifteenth street and 
Washington avenue, and occupied a half- 
size office in the Wainwright Building, 
from which he directed his large af- 


fairs without assistance. 
Gave Away Millions. 
When he gave $3,000,000 a few months 


ago as an endowment for his trades 


school, he reserved the right to man- 
age the property until his death, when 
it was to pass into the control of the 
trustees of the institution. 

“T¢ I didn’t have something to do I'd 
die,” he said to a Post-Dispatch report- 
er when the benefaction was announced. 
“l’'ve worked every day of my life and 
I expect to work up to the day before I 
die. I’a be miserable without something 
to do.” 

The cause of Ranken's death was not 
stated in the @ispatches. He was in 
the East to investigate trades schools 
there, on the model of which he erected 
hig institution. Practical training with 
the hands for young men was his ideal, 
the furnishing of trades by which they 
could earn a living. 

Characteristic of him was his decision 
that every student should pay a tuition 
fee instead of receiving free instruction, 
as he at first planned. 

‘If a boy cannot save or get from his 
parents the small sum of our tuition,” 
he argued, “then he is oo good, and 
not the kind of youth we want to help.” 

Looking for Investments. 

The aged millionaire’s striking figure 
was-familiar on downtown streets, More 
than 6 feet tall, with piercing blue eyes 
and a spare, erect frame, he could be 
seen every day walking, with the aid of 
a thick blackthorn stick, from bank to 
bank on the lookout for good invest- 
ments. 

Ranken was a mam of extreme mod- 
esty, and was most reluctant in discuss- 
ing his philanthropies. Despite his 
wealth, he was never known to spend a 
penny unnecessarily, except for charity. 

As an instance of his retiring dispo- 
sition, he told a Post-Dispatch reporter 
several weeks ago: 

“You can publish this, and say it’s 
what Ranken likes best about his school. 
When I go through the class rooms the 
boys don’t even raise their heads from 
their work to look at me. They don’t 
whisper: ‘Here's the old fellow who's 
done so much for us; isn’t he fine-look- 
ing?’ or take the other side and say: 
‘What a useless-looking old chap!’ No, 
they are too much in earnest to pay 
any attention to me.” 

Tribute Paid to Him. 

Ranken’s character, as well as his 
philanthropies, made his a national char. 
acter, who was frequently treated itn the 
magazines. The current issue of Leslie's 
Weely pays him this tribute: 

David Ranken Jr., & month ago 
four times a millionaire, and rateg 
one of the richest men in 8t.

STAND 10 TELL 
OUT INDIAN DEALS 


“Plain Business” Is the Way 
He Characterizes the 
Transactions. 





SULPHUR. Ok., Aug. 13.—J. F. Mc- 
Murray, whose contracts with the In- 
dians allowed him 10 per eent attorney 


fees on the sale of $30,000,000 worth of 
lands, is the subject of an investigation 
by Congress, went on the stand before 
the special congressional committee to- 
day. 

McMurray described his contracts as 
“a plain business deal.”’ 

McMurray said the relation of his law 
firm with the Indians began in 1899, 
when he ‘was employed by the Choctaw 
and Chickasaw Indians to appear before 
the Dawes Commission. This commis- 
sion was empowered to determine for 
the Government who should be admitted 
to the Indian tribes. There were many 
who claimed they were wrongfully kept 
off” the enrollment of the tribe, and 
enroliment with its claim on the Gov- 
ernment was estimated to be worth 
fF 

McMurray was asked by Governor 
Douglass Johnston, of the Chickasaws 
to protect the interests of their tribe by 
keeping as many claimants as possible 
off the rolls, he declares. This would 
prevent from being further divided the 
property of those who already were on 
the rolls. In this way, ultimately, Mc- 
Murray professes to have kept 3100 
claimants off the rolls. Estimating that 
these claimants each would have red- 
uced the tribal property $5000, it was 
held McMurray’s firm got a $750,000 fee. 
These details were testified to by Mc- 
Murray before taking up the present 
contracts, 

In prosecuting the citizenship cases, 
McMurray said he frequently was in 
Washington to confer with members of 
Congress and officials of the interior 
department. At last an appeal was 
taken from the Dawes Commission and 
@ citizen court was created whose judg- 
ments relative to enrollment was to be 
final. It was in the actions of this 
court that the $100 claimants were kept 
off the rolls. 

McMurray put in a claim for almost 
$1,500,000, but this fee was contested 
and fixed at $760,000. This was referred 
to, subsequently, by Representative Joha 
H. Stephens in Congress as a “scandal, 
Stephens declaring McMurray should 
be made to pay back the money. In

It was regarded as significant that Mr. 
Longworth had been called into all the 
recent conferences of a political char- 
acter held by President Taft.

It was reported then that a state- 
ment adverse to Cannon was being 
prepared in quarters close to the ad- 
ministration,

There may be further significance in 
the fact that Representative Longworth 
is going to Oyster Bay Saturday to 
spend several days with his father-in- 
law, Col. Roosevelt. 

Longworth’s statement in full is as 
follows: 

BEVERLY, Mass., Aug. 18, 1910. 

In view of Mr. Cannon’s udequivo- 
cal declaration that he intends to be 
a candidate for Speaker of the next 
House, I think it is incumbent on 
those of us who are candidates for 
membership in the next House, who 
have made up our minds on our 
course of action and have positive 
views on. the subject, to state our 
position publicly. 

Had Mr. Cannon not made this an- 
nouncement and .had it remained 
doubtful whether he would be a can- 
didate, it was my intention not to 
commit myself before election as to 
whom I should or should not sup- 
port for Speaker. But since Mr. 
Cannon, in his speeches so far in 
the campaign and in his recent dec- 
laration, made candidacy for the 
speakership an issue, I, for one, do 
not propose to dodge that issue. 

I shall oppose Mr. Cannon's elec- 
tion as Speaker and I shall av so in 
the manner that I consider proper 
and effective in the settlement of 
controversies in my party, namely, 
in the Republican caucus. I made 
up my mind before the adjournment 
of the last session of Congress that 
Mr. Cannon could not be re-elected 
Speaker and my opinion has been 
strengthened since through corre- 
spondence and talks with my col- 
leagues. 

I am not referring to those who 
have openly opposed him in the past, 
but to those who, like myself, have 
supported him. 

Sure Cannon Can’t Be Elected. 

I am absolutely convinced that if 
there is a full attendance at the Re- 
publican caucus that Mr. Cannon 
cannot again be elected Speaker. 

I have a genuine affection for Mr. 
Cannon as a man and the highest 
respect for his éplendid fighting qual- 
ities. I have supported him five times 
for the speakership, having voted four 
times for his election and once 
against his removal, but I cannot do 
80 again. 

I repeat that I shall oppose the 
re-election of Mr. Cannon to the 
Speakership and that I am firmly 
of the opinion that his re-election 
is impossible. I want it especially

Nearly all the visitors, who have 
noticed that the exhibit is inclosed with 
wire netting, has concluded this is for 
the purpose of keeping them out of the 
way of the workmen. The real reason 
is that the Government is very strict 
in its interpretation of the law, and re. 
quires that every factory shall be sepa- 
rated from its surroundings in a definite 
way. 

To conduct this exhibit, it was neces- 
sary for the makers of these cigars 
to procure from the Government an in- 
dividual factory number and to keep a 
complete set of books for the exhibit 
alone.

not be utilized to carry mai's and pas- 
sengers in the near future. 

The thing that most impresses the 
London morning newspapers is that 
Moissant steered by compass. All air 
men have complained the compass is 
useless in connection with air flights, 
on account of the strong vibration from 
the motor. Moissant appears, however, 
to have surmounted this difficulty. 


Steered by Compass. 

Speaking of this, he said: 

“You have heard people say the com- 
pass is useless in aeroplaning. What 
about my English compass, floating in 
giycerin, airtight and placed just be- 
tween my feet? That is what took me 
straight to Amiens, to Calais and would 
have taken me to Dover had I not seen 
ships yonder and thought that: Wal- 
mer must be the town.”’ 

The story of his flight he told in a 
sharp, concise American manner. He 
said: 

“Since I began flying a few weeks ago 
it was my ambition to fly from Paris to 
London just to show what an Ameri- 
can can do. This was my sixth air 
journey, but my only serious flight pre- 
viously was when I carried a passen- 
ger from Etampes to Issy, passing over 
the Fiffel’ Tower. 

Has Invented Aeroplanes. 

“I invented two aeroplanes before I 
learned to fly, but could not learn on 
either of them because they were:too 
fast for a beginner. They reach a speed 
of 76 kilometers before rising. So I 
learned on a Bleriot monoplane. 

“When I told friends I was going 
from Paris to London they said it was 
impossible. I told them I would make 
it still more impossible because I meant 
to take a passenger along. 

“We waited at Amiens to see Le 
Blanc and Auburn start on the last stage 
‘of the, race for the Matin’s prize, and 
then rose at’ 6:45. The weather was 
beautiful. I got in trouble with the 
wind near Etaples. One gust made me 
turn in a complete circle, but after- 
ward I laid a straight course for Ca- 
lais. I circled Calais thrice and then 
landed in the open space which Bleriot 
had indicated to me. It was then 7:40. 
By 10:50 we were off again, laying our 
course almost three-quarter west be- 
cause of the wind.”’ 


WAS BORN IN CHICAGO BUT 
LEFT THERE MANY YEARS AGO 


CHICAGO, Aug. 18.—John B. Mois. 
sant, who flew from Paris to Lon- 
don, although a Chicagoan by birth 
has not been here for a number of 
yoars. 

Victor Lougheed, consulting’ en- 

gineer of the Aero Club of Illinois, 
says Moissant was born in Chicago, 
but that as an aviator he was un- 
known in this city. 
On another inquiry trace was found 
of an adventureous young man named 
Jean Moisant, who left Chicago for 
Central America a number of years 
ago. His uncle Raphael Moisant, a 
shoemaker, said he had heard noth- 
ing of ‘his nephew since word came 
that his love for excitement got him 
into difficulties in a San Salvador 
revolution. 

Moisant said he would not be sur- 
prised to find that the young mag 
had gone to France. He also said 
that the name sometimes was spélied 
Moissant.

NEW YORK-ST. LOUIS FLIGHT 


NEW YORK, Aug. 18.—The praises of 
Aviator Moissant are being enthusiastic- 


ally sounded at the three aviation camps 


in the neighborhood of New York, As- 
bury Park, Garden City and Sheepshead 
Bay. A canvass of the flying men gath- 
ered at the three aerodromes showed 
that Moissant is not personally known 
to any of them. 

“Moissant is an amateur,” said Arch

Examination Scheme Looked 
Upon as Suggestion of 
the Barnes School. 


OLDER MEN BENEFITED 





Forty Points Are Counted for 
Experience on Test for 
Visiting , Staff. 


Dr. L. Williamson, one of the léaders 


of the insurgent visiting staff at the} 


City Hospital, which opposed Commis- 
sioner Morfit’s scheme for competitive 
examinations for admission to the staff, 
told a Post-Dispatch reporter Thursday 
that experience ought to count for ev- 
erything and technicalities for nothing 
in selecting physicians and surgeons to 
treat the city’s sick. 

‘The plan adopted by the Hospital 
Board at Dr, Morfit’s suggestion,” said 
Dr. Williamson, “is to allow 40 per cent 
for reputation and experience and © 
per cent for the written examina- 
tion. Of the 40 per cent, 1 
point is to be given for each year of 
practice, not to exceed 10 points; one 
for every year of hospital work, not to 
exceed 10; one for every year as an as- 
sistant in a hospital, not to exceed 10, 
and the balarice for essays and writings. 

‘In the first place, this gives the ad- 
vantage to older men, who have: the 
least time to devote to city . hospital 
work. But it is unfair in other ways. 

“The only hospital where the system 
proposed by the Hospital Board ig in 
effect is the Cook County Hospital in 
Chicago. It is one of tie best hospitais 
in the United States, but there is no 
evidence that a system in successful use 
there would be successful here. This is 
a smaller city, and the reputation and 
achievements of every doctor in it are 
pretty well known to the others.” 
Wants Staff to Resign. 

At a meeting Wednesday night in Dr. 
Williamson's office in the Humboldt 
Building, Dr. Wells Young proposed 
that if the Hospital Board did not re- 
scind. its edict regarding examinations, 
the visiting staff should resign. He 
withdrew his suggestion when he saw 
the other members did not approve of 
it. Dr. Morfit was present and he re- 
marked that he could get anether visit- 
ing staff as good as the present one 
withcut trouble, ' 

After the meeting, a physician who 
would not permit the use of his name 
said: 

“It has been found in selecting army 
physicians that written examinations do 
not afford a fair test, and they have 
been abolished. The applicants are now 
put on six months’ probation, and a fair 
estimate of their work can be reached 
in that way. 

“The best way to select members of 
the visiting staff-would be to have ap- 
plicants prepare a complete history of 


‘itheir medical education and experience, 


telling what they have written, what 
discoveries they have made, if any, and 
what post-graduate work they had. 
Physicians and surgeons in active serv- 
ice get rusty in technicalities.’’ 

“Dr. Morfit is in league with the 
Barnes Medical College in this move. 
The Barnes folks have only two or 
three men on the staff now, and they 
want to get more. That is why the 
competitive examinations have 
proposed. Delegate Walker, who helped 
Dr. Morfit put tha new hospital bill 
through the Municipal Asgembly, is in 
sympathy with the new American Med- 
ical College, which nas the same obdjeci 
in view.’’ 

This statement was in acecrdance with 
resolutions adopted recentiy by = the 
Barnes and Americar Medical colleges, 
in which it was said that two institu- 
tions were in a conspiracy to monopo- 
lize the membership of the «igiting staff.

TRIED FOR MURDER 
WEDDED SECRETLY 


Girl Who Killed Sister’s 
Suitor Married Last. 
June. 








Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

JOPLIN, Mo., Aug. 18.—Announce- 
ment was made today of the secret 
marriage June 16 in Joplin of Miss Bes- 
gie (Johnnie) Davidson, who was acquit- 
ted of the murder of Roy Ramsour, in 
Neosho a year ago, to Clarence O. 
Payne, a stenographer in a jobbing 
house. The wedding was at the home 
of the bride’s mother and was kept se- 
cret until they left this mcc-ning for 
Denver to spend their honeymoon. 

The bride has continued to live at the 
home of her mother,. while the bride- 
groom remained at his parents’. 

Payne’s devotion to Miss Davidson has 
been apparent and there have been 
many rumors of the marriage, but the 
couple have always denied it. Since the 
sensational murder trial in Neosho Miss 
Davidson and her sister, Grace, have 
‘dived in Joplin with their mother. Part 
of the time they have sung in moving 
picture shows. 

Few cases the criminal annals of 
Southwest Missouri aroused more wide- 
spread interest than did the trial of Miss 
Davidson, who was then 19 years, for 
the killing of her sister's unwelcome 
suitor, who persisted in attentions after 
he had been warned not to do so.

They all disseminate the spirit of the 
war times, breathed into them by an 
actual participant in the struggle—a 
woman of acute sensibilities and a de- 
cided literary gift. Her latest book is no 
less sprightly and forceful than her 
others, notwithstanding that 87 years 
have rolled over her head and that her 
pen has been idle for some ten years. 

Mrs. Meriwether says she was im- 
pelled to write this la&St book as a solace 
during the long night watches of- her 
husband's illness, preceding his death, a 
few months ago. It is a novel (pub- 
lished by Ngale of New York) which 
she calls “The Sowing of Swords, or 
The Soul of the *Sixties.”’

RS. MERIWETHER'’S position in 

IVI regard to that old contention be- 
tween the North and South is 

partially defined by this narrative: 

“My husband’s father, Garrett Merl- 
wether, a tobacco grower in Virginia, 
a stanch Confederate, was also one of 
the first abolitionists. He was not only 
thinking of, but actually engaged in the 
solution of the race problem. long be- 
fore it became am issue in the North. 
He owned many slaves, 

“When my husband and I were mar- 
ried he called his son to him, saying: 
‘I want you to begin your career own- 
ing no slaves. I shall give into your 
charge your share of the negroes. You 
must promise to educate them in some 
useful direction and send them to Li- 
beria.’ 

“Finally my husband was able to dis- 
patch a little band of about two dozen 
negroes, doctors, preachers, carpenters, 
engineers, farmers and other trained 
workmen es missionaries to their own 
people in Liberia. This was not an ex- 
ceptional case. Many of our neighbors 
were working in the same direction. I 
believe the race problem would have 
solved itself without the war. 

“The war was due to the fact that we 
in the South were an agricultural peo- 
ple, not a literary people. It was the 
fiery literature and oratory of the abo- 
litionists of the North that set the 
country aflame. 

“Those who are doing the most for 
the negro today have come back to the 
prindipal that the higher civilization of 
the negro-is to evolve, as did that if 
our own race, through industrial appli- 
cation and education first.”

num. 

It is the duty of the Game Commissioner to 
protect, preserve and propagate “the game ani- 
mals, birds and fish of THIS state.” There is not 
a line in the game law authorizing him to spend 
a cent of the yeople’s money in importing and 
propagating English pheasants. 

On the other hand, the free labor bureau law 
makes it the duty of the superintendent to “re- 
ceive and record, in a book to be kept for that 
purpose, the names of all persons applying for 
employment or for help.” There is not a line 
charging the superintendent or his clerks to be- 
stir themselves to get work for the workless. 

The Democratic organs in the State are pro- 
testing, with good reason, against the lawless ex- 
travagance of the Game Warden’s office. It re- 
quires no political affiliation to inspire protest 
against a sham employment law. 
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GENIUS AND ARITHMETIC. 

In a statement which seems to have the author- 
ity of the United Railways, it is said that its 
“underlying bonds’ aggregate in principal §$18,- 
711,000 and that “the company will have paid to 
investors in interest on these securities up to 
the time of expiration $23,031,000.” 

Instead of “the company,” read “the public will 
have paid.” This will illustrate “modern eco- 
nomics.” After the public has paid in interest 
more than the full amount of the principal for 
which its producing power was originally pledged, 
the underlying bonds will be due and payable, 
after having been overlaid with one issue after 
enother of new “securities,” all piling up fixed 
charges on the public, to be paid by packing as 
many people into as few cars as possible. 

The financiers of the United Railways are men 
of genius. They know how to use the multipli- 
cation table in counting on the underlying pa- 
tience of the public, which pays and pays and 
pays, only to learn from undeniable arithmetic 
that there is more than ever still left to be paid. 
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It is fortunate for the rest of us that Union 
Electric will not have to pay for its new offices 
at 12 cents per kilowatt, in which event we would 
have to pay by kilowatter. 
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Instead of announcing that he will take Col. 
Roosevelt up in the air Aviator Harmon should 
have promised to go up and bring him down. 
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ROOSEVELT DECLARES HIMSELF. 

. To the bosses of the Republican State Commit- 
tee in New York is due the credit of routing 
Roosevelt from his ambush and forcing him into 
the open. When they rejected a motion to rec- 
ommend him as temporary chairman of the State 
convention, they made a palpable hit. Stung by 
the blow he rose from his hiding and gave forth 
a roar of insurgency. This is the statement he 
gave to the public: 

Teo various persons who asked me whether I 
would accept the position of temporary chairman 
of the State convention I said that I would do so 
only if they were sure, after knowing my atti- 
tude, that they desired me, because my speech

gressive platform and a progressive candidate. 
He intimates moreover that if the Republicans 
of New York do not nominate that kind of candi- 
date on that kind of a platform, he will make a 
speech that will hurt. 

Now that the fulmination has been made, what 
is going to happen? There is plenty of time for 
guessing before the “infelicity will eventuate,” 
and all prophets have a right to prophesy; but it 
looks as if Mr. Bryan were going to have a com- 
panion in the trip up Salt River.

THE CHICAGO STANDARD OF CITIZENSHIP. 

The most interesting feature of the present ef- 
fort to find a jury of Lee O’Neil Browne’s peers 
is the illustration of the Chicago brand of hon- 
esty. 

Of: some 500 men drawn for examination as 
jurors in the trial, apparently 500 have been cor- 
ruptly approached. Apparently, too, the “ap- 
proaching” was so diplomatically done that in- 
formation of it leaked out casually in the course 
of the proceedings. 

The trial] Judge is properly indignant; the 
State’s Attorney properly threatens to “make it 
warm” for some one, but it does not appear that 
a single venireman had his composure ruffled 
or regarded the effort to purchase his honor with 
anything less serene than diffidence. Would it 
shock Chicago unspeakably or disturb Chicago’s 
equanimity unduly if a man selected for jury 
service should kick a jury fixer into the gutter,

AMBITIOUS OKLAHOMA. 
Unless Oklahoma’s State officers move them- 
selves and their official records to Oklahoma 
City before next Monday Gov. Haskell will de- 
clare their offices vacant and select new incum- 
bents, If the State officers do move to Oklahoma 
City they will violate ah injunction and become 
liable for contempt of court. 
The issue is sharply drawn between the execu- 
tive and judicial] departments, with promise that 
presently there will be two sets of minor State 
officers, two governments and two capitals. It 
may be a real dilemma; it may be only attesta- 
tion of Oklahoma’s enlarged view of its great 
consequence. 
With Gov. Haskell harboring an ambition to go 
to the United States Senate oft his record of in- 
dictments in the town lot scandal; with a con- 
gressional committee unearthing new forms of 
graft and rascality in the Indian land cases; with 
guardians robbing their, Indian wards by consent, 
if not advice, of the probate courts; with ex- 
clusive society carousing in clubs and casually 
shooting each other up between rounds; with a 
grandfather amendment attached to its marvel- 
ous, prophylactic constitution and the usual 
amount. of truly sensational news born daily to 
an energetic and imaginative population—it is as 
plain as mule’s ears that two secretaries of state, 
two treasurers, two attorneys-general, two audit- 
ors, two governments and two capitals are no 
more beyond Oklahoma’s requirements than were 
two Uncle Toms, two Topsys and two little Evas 
for the properly revived “Uncle Tom’s Cabin.” 
But will Oklahoma touch the heights and attain 
the real pinnacle of grandeur until it has com- 
passed the impossibility of two Haskells?

I have 
done nothing to be arrested for, but fear causes 
me to seek solitude. I can not tell my employer, 
yet should he find it out I would be discharged 
immediately. How can a friendless, homeless, 
nearly penniless ex-convict hope?

pect incivility to be excused under any circumstances. 

Politeness is much more, and; can be expected less uni- 
versally, for it presupposes the moral qualities of good will and 
kindness. The rough life of the most menial position should carry 
civility, but politeness when seen in such a position is charming 
because hardly to be expected. 

Suppose an uneducated man, employed in a lowly duty, where 
he meets many people. He exerts himself to give a civil answer, 
in respectful tones of voice and with obliging air. He is sure to 
attract notice, for most men in -.is station are ; -uff and surly. It 
is but a step to politeness, and he can study it in the demeanor of 
nany who address him. Politeness is thoughtfulness of other 
people’s need», it is a form of amial:lity which would help others 
and a:ticipate, without the asking often, some possible service. 

Politeness is goodness of heart and, in the lesser things of life, 
full of delicate attention. In the small matters of human society it 
sacrifices self and is an unostentatious and pleasing manner. How 
} ~ 3 1- it before this laboring man is sought out and promoted ? 

“And, best of all, his own self-consciousness of being a real gen- 
tleman grows. To be sure, there are no distinction of classes in this 
republic. But men make distinctions all the same. The pert reply, 
the dull stare, the dumb silence, the harsh and snappy yes and-no, 
the reluctance to move and a half brutal insistence on one’s rights 
i. a crowd are uncivil. Employes can avoid all these offenses. 

They can do more, for there is none who is ignorant of what 
politeness it. The good treatment that they could give they them- 
selves crave. Humanity, sympathy and benevolence all spell polite- 
ness. All nature cannot be civil if it tries. Spite, envy and male- 
yolence are the soil out of which incivility grows. Be sure that 
some worm is gnawing at the heart of an impolite man, and, for the 
moment at least, he is all absorbed in self. . 

The genuinely good-hearted person will easily take on the 


expressions, the words and manners of such polite people as he| 


sees. It is a selection in kind. As the musician hears music where 
others hear only the splash, of water, and writes the song of the 
brook, so the benignant man sees polite acts every day that he 
copies. 

_ We should never become accustomed to impoliteness till we 
do not notice it. That would break down our own standard. To 
feel the offense, to realize the shock and to recoil may be kept to 
ourselves, but we must preserve our sensibilities at all hazards. 
How much it adds to the burdens of a day’s work many refined 
people know full well: Yet it is better to blush and step back a 
hundred times than to shield one’s self with a callonsed indif- 
ference. 

And is not the person of intinanens bound by a public duty to 
teach good manners? Resentment of incivility and a protest are 
silent teachers of great power.

ROOSEVELT AND 
PRESIDENT TAFT 


New York Bosses Said to 
Have Won Executive by 
Promises for 1912. 


HUNTER KNEW OF PLOT 


His Friends Say He Realized 
He Had Been “‘Double- 
Crossed.” 


* By Leased Wire From the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, Aug. 18.—That Presi- 
dent Taft and Col. Roosevelt have 
broken, is the accepted political ru- 
mor today. Both from Oyster Bay and 
Beverly comes news that tends to 
confirm the rumor. 

Col. Roosevelt refuses to be quoted 
regarding the situation. His friends, 
however, believe that he has been 
“double-crossed” by President Taft 
and that they are not slow to ex- 
press their opinion. His friends as- 
gsert that at the time Col. Roosevelt 
was in Boston, In close touch with 
Gov. Hughes and the President, it was 
understood by Col. Roosevelt that 
President Taft was in full accord 
with Gov. Hughes in his demand for 
direct primaries and corrupt practices 
acts. 

Immediately after Col. Roosevelt 
had taken his stand in favor of these 
measures, several New York bosses 
visited President Taft. They told him 
.that under present conditions they 
eould control New York State against 
Col. Roosevelt or anyone else. It is 
believed here that the result of these 
conferences was shown when Vice- 
President Sherman agreed to appear 
as a candidate against Col. Roosevelt, 
as temporary chairman of the Repub- 

lican State Convention. 
Roosevelt Knew of Pict. 

It is currently rumored—and ithe 
rumor is pririted here today, that the 
selection of Sherman was a declara- 
tion of war on the part of President 
Taft against the man who had made 
him President. It is asserted that Cot. 
Roosevelt knew in advance that he 
was to be slaughtered at the meeting 
of the State Committee, one member 
of the committee having given the 
plot away the night before. 

One of the amazing features of the 
present fight is that several of the men 
most closely allied with Col. Roosevelt 
will probably be found opposed to him 
this fall. Mr. Loeb, Collector of the 
Port of New York, formérly Col. 

* Roosevelt's secretary, is said to favor 
the present administration as opposed 
to Col. Roosevelt’s ideas.

name of Sam Hill is the use of 

still permitting the players the right 
to kick to an umpire? 

Now, hold on! Just put down that 
pop bottle a moment and hear me out! 

Name one uséful thing that protest- 
ing to an umpire accomplishes and I'll 
back down. Can you do this? I can 
only remember the many arguments as 
to why the player should be denied the 
right of protest. Let the manager or 
the captain, or George, do it, if you will. 
But this unseemly thing of a rabble 
of battle-mad players rushing upon the 
official 1s entirely out of line. 

Furthermore it never gets anything 
save benchings, which weaken the team 
and hurt the game from the spectators’ 
standpoint. 

Here are a few of the objections to 
promiscuous team protests: 


1. They never get results. The 
number of times an umpire has 
reversed himself in the last decade 
ean be counted on the fingers of 
one hand. Then the reversals were 
the result of a different ruling by 
an associate umpire. 

2. They weaken teams through 
removal of players from the game 
by the official. 

3. They incense the umpire and 
cause him to unconsciously favor 

: one or the other club. 

4, They incite the fans to a dan- 
gerous degree of sympathy, at 
times, inducing pop-bottlie throw- 
ing, disorder and even riots. 

5. They greatly delay the prog- 
ress of the game by pauses for 
useless atgument with the official. 

6. They promote loss of temper 
on the part of team members, thus 
interfering with the normal play 
of the men. 

7. Coming indiscriminately and 
for every slight cause, they weak- 
en the force of a real protest, 


when one is needed. 
& solutely no benefits accruing 

from the protest, as conducted to- 
day, this array of arguments against 
it seems to indicate a coming doom 
of this feature of the national game—a 
feature left over, like an appendix, from 
the formative days of the sport and 
now rendered useless through changed 
conditions. 

All protests could be vested in the 
manager or his field representative, the 
captain. His men could have the right 
4f appeal to him, in case they saw a 
play invisible to him. This protest 
should be made not with the idea of an 
immediate change of ruling, but to es- 
tablish grounds for a plea to the powers 
to have the game set aside. 

This would eliminate all petty com- 
plaints for trifles that might have no 
serious bearing on the result, and would 
entirely take out of the game the un- 
seemly jawing matches and threatening 
demonstrations which almost daily of- 
fend the eyes of fans, men and women. 
It would put the sport on a purely base- 
ball basis, instead of the. half-baseball, 
half-vaudevilie atmosphere it owns to- 
day.

Hackett, who refereed the game 
and who had previously officiated at 
Yale, Princeton and West Point games 
that same season, said to the writer 
after the game that it was the greatest 
new play he had seen and was utterly 
different from the high lobs used by 
the Indians and the other teams of 
the East. He gave St. Louis U. credit 
for tgking the best advantage of the 
new rules in a great variety of offen- 
sive plays.
